Our  Litho  Force,  as  shown  above,  which  represents  one  third  of  our  artisans, 
were  kept  busy  nearly  a  week  in  executing  the  large  order  shown  above.  That 
order  of  nearly  a  half  million  sheets  had  already  been  made  out  and  addressed 
to  a  far  eastern  firm  when  Mr.  Wilson,  our  representative,  appeared  on  the 
scene.  We  could  have  it,  he  was  told,  if  we  met  the  price.  It  was  a  slash  rate, 
we  knew,  made  by  harsh  competitors,  but  despite  this,  we  decided  to  do  it 
for  Ogden.  Some  of  our  customers  seem  hardly  to  know,  or  care,  that  The 
Scoville  Press  has  had  to  pay  a  premium  as  high  as  twenty  and  thirty  per 
cent  to  hire  and  hold  craftsmen  here  in  Ogden.  We  have  had  to  import  skill 
from  New  York,  Chicago,  Boston,  Pittsburgh,  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles, 
and  we  have  to  do  the  importing  frequently  just  because  the  hands  sigh  for 
larger  centres.  The  recognition  of  this  handicap  and  the  tendency  of  outside 
firms  to  slash  and  crush,  has  led  many  Ogden  concerns  to  be  fair  in  their  grants 
of  work.  Consequently,  our  city  has  a  fine  flourishing  litho  plant  where  some 
cities  the  size  of  San  Diego,  with  nearly  a  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  have 
none  at  all.  Loyalty  and  due  consideration  are  absolutely  necessary  in  foster- 
ing new  industries,  the  trials  of  which  are  far  greater  than  you  imagine. 
Insist  on  the  home  product,  whether  it  be  Blue  Pine  or  Pierce's  Beans  or 
Scoville's  Printing  and  Lithography.  Do  your  bit.  The  sin  of  omission  to  buy 
such  local  brands  is  just  the  sort  of  oversight  that  robs  the  home  manufac- 
turer of  his  delight  in  building  up  Ogden.

Environment 


The  Influences  and  Elements  by  which  we  are  affected  and  surrounded — 
that  is  Environment.  There  are  two  things  in  this  life,  and  just  two:  Heredirv, 
or  birth,  and  our  surroundings,  which  are  alterable  to  suit  our  taste.  God  gave 
lis  our  relatives,  but  vce  can  choose  our  friends. 

When  a  person  begins  to  cast  about  and  see  how  things  can  be  changed  for  the 
better,  he  really  moves  away  from  the  world  as  he  inherits  it  to  the  world  as 
he  wants  it.  This  we  may  call  a  selective  tendency,  for  he  elects  to  exchange 
what  is  unappealing  or  wrong  for  what  seems  attractive  and  right.  In  place 
of  weeds,  irregular  and  ugly  as  they  are,  he  sets  plants  and  flowers,  all  varied 
in  form  and  array;  and  his  dwelling  or  factory  is  reconstructed  inside  and  out 
to  harmonize  with  his  new  vision.  He  rejects  the  tyranny  of  birth  and  nature, 
recreating  things  in  the  image  of  his  dreams.  Agreeably,  new  bright  spheres 
take  shape  as  fast  as  these  dominant  minds  and  hands  choose  and  refuse,  for 
they  know,  with  an  uncanny  foresight,  that  they  must  either  change  nature  or 
she  will  convert  them  into  her  likeness  as  surely  as  the  pelt  of  the  polar  bear 
is  made  to  match  the  relentless  snow-fields.  Either  master  the  devil  or  he  will 
make  you  his  attorney;  and  the  goblins  they  will  git  you  if  you  don't  watch  out! 


Ogden  (and  most  other  cities  for  that  matter) 
is  divided  into  two  classes:  Those  who  are  fair- 
ly content  with  things  as  they  are;  and  those 
who  are  impatient  to  change  the  old  order,with 
its  past  fashions  and  untimely  appearances. 
One  side  is  the  conservative  element,  full  of 
experience  and  calculation;  and  on  the  other 
side  stand  the  aggresssive  antlers,  poised  and 
ready  to  dispatch  things  on  general  principles. 
This  represents  doubtless  the  uncurbed  spirit 
of  America,  which  does  things  while  Europe, 
with  her  superior  wisdom,  weighs  and  hesitates. 
We  were  warned  even  by  Theodore  himself, 
that  the  callow  Yankee  would  be  committing 
suicide  to  go  against  the  trained  veteran  of 
Germany.  But  the  greenhorns  rushed  in  where 
the  French  feared  to  tread,  and  with  their  dash 
and  spirit  the  Yanks  upset  the  Huns  entirely, 
who,  in  their  wild  flight,  had  no  time  to  adjust 
their  storm  curtains,  let  alone  to  consult  map 
and  book. 

"Had  they  known  more,  they  would  have  done 
less,"  said  Hubbard  of  Knox  and  Wesley.

A  mania  for 
changes  or  immature  improvements  will  only 
produce  setbacks,  not  advantages.  We  must 
be  ready.  It  is  better  to  wait  a  bit  and  get  a 
good  thing  than  it  is  to  rush  in  and  do  the  re 
grettable.  A  civic  centre,  for  instance,  improp- 
erly reared  would  mock  us  for  a  century  and 
more.  Be  sure  we're  right  and  then  let's  step 
out  to  make  Ogden  the  city  it  deserves  to  be, 
and  a  fit  environment  for  the  discriminating. 
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What  Ogden  needs,  says  one  level  head,  is  not 
money,  but  sentiment:  and  then  he  spelled  it 
out:  s-e-n-t-i-m-e-n-t.

The  Lewis  Number:  The  citizen  whose  re- 
fined touch  is  visible  on  Washington  Avenue 
and  up  in  Ogden  Canyon,  has  always  had  the 
weal  ot  Ogden  at  heart,  serving  tor  its  benefit 
on  numberless  committees.  He  loves  this  re- 
gion, but  he  does  wish  to  see  it  take  on  the  garb 
which  it  deserves  to  wear.  And  there's  this 
much  about  it:  If  we  had  fifty  men,  or  even 
twenty,  like  J.  S.  Lewis,  Ogden  would  be  wear- 
ing that  garb  before  1930.  The  Lewis  Number 
will  appear  next. 

The  Potter  Number:  Cliff  goes  in  for  the 
best,  as  Lomondview,  his  ideal  farm,  and  the 
Potter  Cafe  happen  to  prove.  But  that  is'nt 
the  idea  exactly.  The  idea  here  is  that  Cliff 
has  invested  all  his  mortem  in  Ogden  and  Weber 
County.  Therefore  he  is  a  good  type.  No,  he 
doesn't  own  a  wet  farm  in  Florida  or  an  oil  hole 
in  Oklahoma.  It's  a  bad  habit,  "because," 
says  he,  "it  hurts  the  place  you  are  living  in." 
O  say,  what  a  city  Ogden  would  be  if  its  citi- 
zens were  not  such  lovers  of  fairy  tales.  Dis- 
tance lends  enchantment  but  borroiving  goes  a- 
sorrowing. 

Turf  and  Leaf:  An  issue  on  grass,  shrubs,- 
trees,  plants,  vines  and  flowers  suitable  for  Og- 
den streets  and  yards.  It  will  be  profusely  il- 
lustrated. Several  local  and  state  authorities 
will  assist. 

Architecture:  There  are  good  and  bad  styles 
in  building  just  as  there  are  in  clothing;  and 
there  are  time-worn  designs  and  freakish  fads 
that  make  a  city  look  cheap.  We  are  going  to 
make  a  few  comparisons,  none  of  them  odious, 
merely  to  show  that  with  the  same  money,  and 
sometimes  less,  rich  permanent  effects  in  home 
and  office  can  be  achieved.  77  is  a  matter  of 
taste  more  than  a  requirement  of  cash. 

The  Civic  Centre:  We  intend  to  show  ten  or 
fifteen  of  the  chief  civic  centres  of  the  Nation, 
presenting  in  addition  a  double  page  study  of 
an  Ogden  plan.  Of  course,  the  Ogden  archi- 
tects here  will  assist.  Of  course  they  will.  They 
can't  refuse.  They'll  have  to  do  it  for  Ogden. 
A  Civic  Centre  of  the  right  appointment 
would  do  wonders  for  this  whole  section. 


And  there  will  be  many  other  Numbers, 
all  pictorial  and  mainly  impersonal,  except  as 
certain  persons  prove  principles  that  we  can 
safely  go  by.  Literally  hundreds  of  scenes  are 
being  taken  in  Ogden  and  Weber, and  dozens 
of  original  sketches  and  landscapes  projected. 

This  issue  of  the  "O"  as  we  call  it  for  short, 
will  reach  eight  thousand  homes  and  offices  in 
Ogden  and  Weber  County,  and  it  will  be  read 
by  from  thirty  to  forty  thousand  people,  who, 
we  hope,  will  begin  to  cherish  helpful  senti- 
ments and  lay  more  careful  plans  for  the  weal 
and  splendor  of  Ogden. 

Actually  hundreds  of  jobs  of  printing  are  sent 
out  ot  town  by  thoughtless  citizens.  Mean- 
while, eight  printers  of  Ogden  are  enjoying  the 
dull  season — some  of  them  up  on  Lost  Creek.
